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FOUR MORE CANDIDATES FILE 
FOR COUNCIL, MAKING NINE 

A total of 9 candidates will compete for the five vacancies 
on the city council in the election on Tuesday, September 21. The 
latest candidates to file nominating petitions before the deadline 
last Monday were David C. Champion, 11-D Ridge; Francis W. 
White, 42 Lakeside Dr.; Edgar L. Smith, 118 Greenhill rd.; and 
Richard R. Pilski, 6 Orange. They join the following five candidates 
who filed earlier: Lloyd Moore, Harvey Geller, William Hoff, 
Clifford Simonson, and Robert Foley. 


QUESTIONS FOR CANDIDATES 

In order to help the voters make an informed choice at the 
coming city election for councilmen on Tuesday, September 21, 
the News Review has prepared the following series of questions 
which we are inviting the individual candidates to answer. Their 
replies will be published in the September 9 issue of the paper. 

(1) The clash of public interest and private interest in the develop¬ 
ment of vacant land will continue to monopolize the attention of 
the next council. So far, the desires of the private developers 
have rarely been in accord with those of the majority of present 
Greenbelt residents; the developers seeking intensive com¬ 
mercial and high-density residential use and the city seeking 
low-density development. Especially critical is the zoning 
of the last remaining parcels of vacant land within Green¬ 
belt — Parcels 1 and 2 between Greenbelt Homes. Inc. pro¬ 
perty and the Baltimore-Washington Parkway — which the 
city's own Master Plan recommends be zoned largely for single¬ 
family homes. What are your views on the development of 
this land? 

(2) The city has employed a special zoning attorney and profess¬ 
ional planner to represent the city at zoning hearings and to ap¬ 
peal zoning decisions adverse to the city’s interests. Do you fa¬ 
vor their continued employment and would vou support the ci¬ 
ty’s appeals filed in the cases dealing with the Golden Triangle 
and the Smith-Ewing tracts east of the Baltimore-Washington 
Parkway ? 

(3) In order to assure that the central core of Greenbelt is pre¬ 
served as open space and green area, a $250,000 bond issue 
for acquisition of parkland adjacent to Greenbelt Lake (with 
Federal financial aid) has been proposed. Do you favor this 
proposal which will be voted on in a referendum conducted 
in conjunction with the council election on September 21? 

(4) In order that the maximum number of alternative routes for 
traffic from the North End of town to Crescent rd. be made 
available, the 1965-66 municipal budget calls for construction 
of the Greenhill - Hillside roads cut-through and the connection 
of Ridge rd. to Lastner Lane. How do you feel about this 
project ? 

(5) Greenbelt’s population is growing rapidly. What are your 

views on citizen requests for 

a) continuation of round-the-clock, full-time police protec¬ 
tion? 

b) continued execution of a vigorous landscaping and con¬ 
servation program with special emphasis on development 
of parkland and pathways around Greenbelt Lake? 

c) continued expansion of the recreation program as the need 

develops — for example, new softball fields and play¬ 
grounds ? 

d) upward adjustment of city salary scales so as to assure 
attraction of competent personnel? 

To what extent would your views be affected bv the fact that 
a one-time extra half-year’s tax will be levied next year be¬ 
cause of a change in State law?

Attended District of Columbia, 


capacity of 360, expects its increase 
in pupils will come from Boxwood 
and Country Estates, while the 390 
pupil-capacity Center School will 
draw its additional enrollment from 
Lakeside Homes, Charlestown e Vil¬ 
lage, and the new sections of 
Springhill Lake. The estimated en¬ 
rollment at Center School for the 
1965 school year is expected to to¬ 
tal 562, with North End’s enroll- 
men jumping to 420. 

Both schools have their full 
complement of teachers for the 
start of the new term. John Moran, 
North End principal, told the News 
Review that his staff will include 
11 grade and 2 kindergarten tea¬ 
chers and part-time physical edu¬ 
cation and music teachers. Fer¬ 
dinand Cardano of Center School 
reports that his staff will consist 
of 17 grade teachers and 1 kinder¬ 
garten teacher (2 sessions), and 
full-time physical education and 
music teachers. 

In sharp contrast to last year, 
damage was negligible at the Cen¬ 
ter School during the summer 
months. North End, on the other 
hand, did not fare as well Damage 
to the windows was extensive and 
the see-saws were carried away. 

Junior High 

Greenbelt Junior High expects 
a capacity number of students — 
900 — this coming school year. This 
is 50 more than last year's total. 
Francis Furgang, principal, reports 
a major change in school hours. 
The school day will start a half- 
hour earlier-from 8 am. to 2:30 
p.m. This was done as a budgetary 
consideration to insure the maxi¬ 
mum use of the school buses in 
the county. 

With the introduction otf French 
and Spanish in the seventh grade 
the school will operate 7 periods a 
day, each period running 46 min¬ 
utes. With the exception of 2 
teachers (eighth grade home eco¬ 
nomics and seventh grade art) the 
staff of 45 remains the same. Thom¬ 
as Ullrich, formerly with Buck 
Lodge, is the new vice-principal, 
replacing George Anderson who has 
been assigned us vice^principal to 
Suitland Senior High. 

All students are requested to be 
at their regular bus stops on Sep¬ 
tember 7 at 7:30 a m. Bus 75 stops 
at North End Elementary School, 
Crescent Rd. and Greenhill; bus 
154 at Hillside and Crescent, Cres¬ 
cent and Greenhill, Lakeside and 
North Drive; bus 229 at Riggs and 
Plateau. Crescent and Westway, 
South way - Charlestown e Village; 
bus 142 at Ridge and Plateau, North 
End Elementary School; 235 at 
the Greenbelt Center, Crescent and 
Hillside;; bus 217 at Greenbelt 
Center. 

Senior High 

An anticipated jump in enroll¬ 


ment from 2,380 to 2,550 has made 
it necessary to install four port¬ 
able schoolrooms, at High Point, 
which has a normal student capaci¬ 
ty of 2,100. Allan Chotiner, princi¬ 
pal, reported that the school will 
be staffed by 117 teachers and two 
nurses. Two courses, “Tower Tech¬ 
nology” for boys and a new course 
in cooking, have been added to the 
curriculum. Chotiner advises all 
students to report to their regular 
bus stops on September 7 at ap¬ 
proximately the same time (8 a.m.). 
The school will operate on a full- 
day schedule, with the cafeteria 
serving lunch on opening day. 

High Point’s enrollment figures 
will continue to rise as the land 
around the school and in the Green¬ 
belt area is developed. (It is in¬ 
teresting to note that one-third of 
Maryland’s new student population 
comes from Prince Georges Coun¬ 
ty.) Officials of the Board of Edu¬ 
cation indicated last September 
that a new senior high school in 
Greenbelt was scheduled to be ready 
for occupancy in 1966. The tract 
selected was bounded on the west 
by the Beltway, on the north by 
Greenbelt Lake, on the east by 
Charlestowne village, and on the 
south by Greenbelt Road. Negotia¬ 
tions for the purchase of land were 
not fruitful and it became neces¬ 
sary to condemn the land (most of 
the acreage involved is owned by 
Charles Bresler). The Board of 
Education instituted proceedings 
early this year. Postponements 
forced a delay in bringing the suit 
before a jury and the hearings are 
now scheduled for the fall. 


Senior High Beitway Site 
Recommended by CFPG 

A motion commending the action 
of the Prince Georges County Board 
of Education in choosing a site 
near the Capital Beltway for a 
senior high school was passed by 
the steering committee of Citizens 
for a Planned Greenbelt (CFPG). 
The site, which is north of Green¬ 
belt rd, adjacent to Charlestowne 
Village, was recommended by the 
Advisory Planning Board and ap¬ 
proved by city council when it 
adopted the Greenbelt Master Plan. 
The committee also urged no fur¬ 
ther delay in beginning construc¬ 
tion. 

CFPG plans to equip and operate 
a booth during the coming Labor 
Day Festival. It will be a combina¬ 
tion fund-raising and educational 
venture. A large map of Greenbelt, 
showing various existing and pro¬ 
posed zoning and other pertinent 
information, will be used as back¬ 
ground for dart throwing. 

Membership cards will go out to 
the 600 CFPG member families next 
week.

Park Land Poor? 

To the Editor: 

The citizens of Greenbelt will be 
called upon at the general election 
Tuesday, Sept. 21 to consider in a 
referendum vote the advisability of 
authorizing and empowering the 
City of Greenbelt to issue and sell 
its Bonds in the amount of $250,000 
for the purpose of “Acquiring Land 
for Parks and a municipal Service 
Building and for the development 
of the land acquired.” 

This is indeed, a sizable amount 
of money to authorize City Council 
to spend for Park Land without 
the Citizens knowing specifically 
what land and how many acres are 
involved and just how the land is 
to be developed. The ordinance 
through which City Council is re¬ 
questing citizen approval for such 
blanket authority to sell these 
$250,000 worth of bonds covers 
eleven pages of legal lexicon to in¬ 
form the purchasers of the bonds 
but provides no information for the 
citizens as to how public interest 
will be served by the purchase of 
this Park Land. 

As a citizen of considerable ex¬ 
perience and close association in 
the development of Greenbelt, it is 
my humble opinion that the City of 
Greenbelt is already “Park Land 
Poor.” By that phrase I mean that 
from the time the Federal Govern¬ 
ment turned almost 200 acres 
of Park Land to the City of Green¬ 
belt it has been too poor in tax 
revenue to properly maintain the 
Park Land which it presently owns. 
Why more? 

Within the boundaries of the City 
of Greenbelt, over and above the 
200 acres mentioned above, there 
are approximately 1200 acres of 
Federal Park Land, also some 50 
to 100 acres of Park Land (includ¬ 
ing inner walkways) which are 
owned by GHI, and approximately 
80 acres set aside for Park Land at 
Spring Hill Lake and many small 
inner parks in the several new sub¬ 
divisions. That, indeed, is a sizable 
amount of Park Land acreage for 
a city of approximately 3200 acres 
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all told. Why more? 

The ordinance does not specify 
where the Park Land which is to 
be purchased with the $250,000 is 
located, but we can assume from 
previous Council reports published 
that the proposed Park Land 
fronts along Crescent Road from 
the Pepco substation to the park¬ 
ing lot at the Lake Park and ex¬ 
tends south to the strip of land 
now owned by the City around the 
north side of the Lake. This acreage 
has always carried about the high¬ 
est price tag of any residential 
property in Greenbelt and should 
produce a high assessed valuation, 
both as raw land and improved 
property. It should be pointed out 
that once this land is purchased by 
the City it is taken off the tax rolls 
of both the City of Greenbelt and 
Prince Georges County and any 
hope of improving the tax revenue 
for the purpose of providing suf¬ 
ficient funds to maintain Park Land 
from this tax source takes a severe 
setback. Such a step would certain¬ 
ly be very unsound economically. 
With the present very beautiful 
strip of Park Land owned by the 
City around the entire Lake, why 
more? 

It is difficult for me to under¬ 
stand how the purchase of land for 
a Municipal Service Building gets 
into the picture for a Bond issue 
for Park Land, especially after the 
citizens were given to understand 
that the city already had funds for 
that purpose from the sale of the 
present Service Building. At the 
last Council meeting (August 16) 
there was much indecision on the 
part of Council as to the location 
of the new Service Building and to 
request citizen approval for the 
purchase of land for that purpose 
at this time only confuses the 
issue. 

It is always wise voting procedure 
where referendums are concerned, 
"When In Doubt, Vote No” and so 
if this letter still leaves any doubt 
as to why you should “Vote No” on 
this referendum, then it would be 
wise to “Vote No” anyhow.
